Washington. Nov, 7 — The senate 
committee on banking and currency 
made further sweeping changes In the 
administration currency bill. It voted 
two to one to strike from the bill the 
words 'o r lawful money" wherever 
they occur, thits making the reserve 
required to be held under th** bill to 
be solely of gold. 
Four democrats 
voted to retain the words "or lawful 
money. 
They were Chairman Owen 
and Senators Hollis, Pomerene and 
Shafrotb 
MI Republican members of 
the committee and the three Demo­ 
crats. Senators O’Horman, Hitchcock 
and Reed, \oted to strike the words 
from the bill. 
After 
the 
committee 
adjourned. 
Chairman 
Owen 
summed up thus; 
"The Republican members of the com­ 
mittee have won every proposal they 
submitted except one " 
The committee went on record, by 
a vote of 7 to 5, In favor of public 
ownership and public control of the 
stock of the reserve associations. 
As the bill now reads, public con 
trol of the regional reserve associa­ 
tions is assured by providing that of 
nine directors for each regional bank, 
Ave shall be appointed by the federal 
reserve board in Washington, which 
will be appointed by tie president, 
and four by the member banks, 
The situation in the senate commit­ 
tee has reached a crisis so far as the 
administration is concerned, for the 
two Democrat a and five Republicans 
acting together have altered the ad­ 
ministration bill almost beyond recog­ 
nition.

Un­ 
der this plan newspaper* in 39 ad­ 
ditional states will now receive full 
details of the state crops

i nder this plan the general sum- 


■ mary of the crops for 
the 
United 
' States will, as heretofore, be issued 
in Washington for telegraphic dis­ 
tribution, 
it has been found, how­ 
ever. that 
the conditions of crops 
within their particular states are of 
especial value to th *1 farmers and 
producers, to whom the conditions in 
their «wn stat*- are im portant in the 
marketing of their produce 


I nder this plan th#* Department 
sends one telegram to the Central 
W eather Bureau n each state, and 
within a few minutes after the crop 
figures for the state are completed 
in W ashington the Weather 
ireau 
is enabled to mall copies of the fig­ 
ures from a central point within the 
state to all papers in that state. 


These state crop reports are not 
supplied to Individuals and are mailed
